Claims 1 
and 3-41 are pending. Claims 1 1 -41 have been withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 1 and 3-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Koga et al '697 in view of Arita et al '632 and Ouchi et al '175. 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record. Applicants' arguments appear 
to focus on the allegation that Koga et al does not teach or even fairly suggest a 
polyhydric alcohol having I/O meeting the instant limitations. 

The examiner disagrees. Applicants' attention is directed to the triethylene glycol 
and 1 ,5 pentanediol, among others, explicitly recited by the reference as suitable 
solvent ([0032]). These species have, by applicants' own definition, l/O's and, for 1 , 5 
pentanediol, structure meeting the limitations of the rejected claims
